“ Mr. Lehm ann was chairm an of 
the resolutions committee, and read 
his platform, with 
evident satisfac­ 
tion to himself, and certainly to the 
convention, 
as 
each 
plank 
was 
cheered to the echo, and the plat­ 
form 
was adopted in its entirety 
without a dissenting v o t e . ”

Police Believe They Have the 
Ban k Bobbers. 


HAVE ARRESTED TWO MEN 


There Is Strong Circumstantial Evi-

deuce Against Them— Both Were 
in the Live Stock Exchange.

Through the efticient efforts 
of 
the police and 
detective 
depart­ 
ments two men were arrested yes­ 
terday evening against whom there 
is a strong suspicion of being im pli­ 
cated in the robbery of the A m eri­ 
can National bank’s branch office in 
the Live Stock Exchange building 
Friday morning, at which time $2, - 
000 in currency was stolen while 
Cashier 
Boswell 
was 
temporarily 
absent from his desk, says today’s 
Kansas City Jcurnal. 
The men arrested are Edward O. 
Bishop, formerly a bookkeeper in 
the H. S. Mills bank, at Ninth and 
Walnut streets, and James M. S es­ 
sions, for 
a 
number of years 
a 
^deputy clerk in the office of Charles 
Vincent, when the latter was crim i­ 
nal clerk of Jackson county. 
They 
are temporarily detained at Central 
police station for investigation. 
Bishop was arrested at 5 o ’clock 
yesterday evening at the home of 
his sister, 921 T racy avenue, by D e ­ 
tectives Baldwin and Boeher. 
Ses­ 
sions was picked up at Tw elfth and 
Locust streets about 9 o'clock last 
night by Detectives Hayes and Hal- 
pin. 
Ever since the 
robbery 
of the 
Am erican National bank’s branch 
office the detective bureau has been 
at work trying to gain some clue as 
to the identity of the man or men 
who accomplished it. 
The robbery 
was performed so quickiy and with 
such evident traces of having been 
the work of professionals that for a 
time the detectives were completely 
at sea as to how to pick up a tangi­ 
ble clue. 
On the 
evening 
following 
the 
f 
ishery, however. Detectives Bald­ 
ío and B ooh e’', 
who, with De- 
bectives Hayes and 
Halpin, 
were 
detailed on the case, learned that 
“ E d ” Bishop had been seen in the 
vicinity of 
the 
Stock 
Exchange 
building 
that 
morning. 
Investi­ 
gating 
further, 
they 
found 
and 
talked with men who said they had 
seen Bishop in the hall near the 
bank office door 
about the time 
Cashier Boswell was absent deliver­ 
ing the message to Mr. Clark on 
the floor below. 
One man, whose 
name cannot be used at present, 
claimed to have met Bishop in the 
long hallway and 
being well a c ­ 
quainted with him, 
said 
“ Hello, 
E d . ” 
Bishop is said to have re­ 
plied to the salutation. 
Detectives 
Hayes 
and 
Halpin 
found that Sessions had also been 
seen in the neighborhood ot the 
Stock 
Exchange 
building 
Friday 
morning. 
They talked 
with men 
who said they 
and recognized 
him. 
None of them spoke to him, 
however. 
The detectives reported 
their clues to Chief Irwin and In­ 
spector Flahive and were ordered 
to arrest the men 
on sight. 
As 
stated, this was accomplished last 
evening. 
What will result today in the in ­ 
vestigation of the evidence against 
Bishop and Sessions is merely a 
conjecture. 
Chief Irwin stated last 
night that he was constrained to 
think 
there 
was 
strong evidence 
against both men, but he said it re­ 
mained to be seen whether or not 
they are guilty. 
Both 
Bishop and Sessions have 
police records. 
The former 
was 
convicted before Judge Wofford, in 
the 
criminal 
court, 
January 
29, 
1895, of the charge of embezzling 
$3, 000 from the H. S. Mills bank 
and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary. 
He 
completed 
his 
sentence, 
which 
was 
reduced to 
eighteen months because of good 
behavior, July 29, and came direct­ 
ly to Kansas City. 
He has been 
here ever since. 
T o Chief Irwin 
he explained his presence at the 
Stock 
Exchange 
building 
Friday 
morning by saying he was looking 
for a job. 
H e does not deny being 
in the hall near the American N a ­ 
tional 
bank’s 
branch 
office 
and 


meeting a man who spoke to him. 
Neither does he deny owing the 
man. 
It is not known where he 
applied for a situation. 
When ar­ 
rested his room was searched, but 
no money was found in it or about 
him. 
He gave his age as 29 years. 
Bishop was at one 
time 
quite 
prominent 
in 
society 
in 
Kansas 
City, and comes of good parents, 
who reside at Liberty, Mo. 
When 
arrested on the charge of em bez­ 
zling money from the Mills bank he 
claimed he turned over to the bank 
officials $5^^ worth of jewelry and 
the deed to a house and lot, which 
compensated them for his defalca­ 
tion. 
He was prosecuted 
by the 
American Surety Co. , which was on 
his bond at the time of his embez 
zlement. 
He claims 
he does not 
know Sessions, and the latter says the 
same 
thing 
of 
Bishop. 
Between 
the tirae of the bank robbery F ri­ 
day morning and that of his arrival 
yesterday, Bishop makes no satis 
factory explanation of his wherea­ 
bouts, merely stating that he had 
“ been around. ” 
Sessions is well known 
in 
and 
about Kansas City. 
He is 33 years 
of age and has several front teeth 
out. 
Tw o years ago he passed a 
wortless check for $200 on a bar­ 
keeper in a saloon near the Junc­ 
tion, but was not prosecuted, as he 
“ fixed it up . ” 
In 1891, he secured 
payment 
at 
Dallas, 
Tex. , 
on 
a 
money order for $40 belonging to 
H. W. Jones, was arrested and in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury, but 
was 
released 
on 
bond 
after 
six 
months’ incarceration in the Dzdlas 
jail, 
and, it 
is said, 
jumped his 
bond. 
The 
local 
police 
have 
a 
description, offering a reward for 
his 
capture 
and 
return 
to 
the 
Dallas 
officials. 
He 
claims 
to 
have been at Cripple 
Creek 
for 
the past two years, working in the 
mines. 
He 
returned 
to 
Kansas 
City about a month ago and has 
been living in a rooming house near 
the corner of Ninth and Wyandotte 
streets. 
It is said he is a brother 
of William P. Sessions, 
a clerk in 
J. 
D. 
G oddard’s drug store, 
501 
Independence avenue. 
Sessions is 
undersized, and when searched at 
Central station last 
night 
had 
a 
number 
of desk keys, 
which the 
police believe he has used in doing 
“ office jobs” about the city. He does 
not deny being at the Stock E x ­ 
change building Friday, and said he 
went there on business. 
He says 
he saw no one he knew while there. 
T o substantiate the fact that he 
was at the Stock Yards exchange 
Friday, the business card of Charles 
A. Whitaker, 
of J. A. Brubaker & 
Co. , feed commissioners, of rooms 
73 and 74, Stock Exchange build­ 
ing, and a memoranda book adver 
tising the Geo. Holmes Live Stock 
Commission Co. , rooms 290, A and 
B, Stock exchange building, were 
found on him. 
Chief Irwin believes that Cashier 
Boswell must have been gone from 
his office more than two minutes at 
the time of the robbery, and after 
looking into the surroundings has 
come to 
the 
conclusion that he 
could not have been gone less than 
five minutes. 
It would have taken 
almost that length of time to go 
to Mr. Clark’s office and return.
